The Appam with 166 passengers and 
a crew of 134, was believed to have 
foundered in a heavy storm or to have 
been torpedoed off the west African 
coast two weeks ago while enroute to 
England. 
She had been given up as 
lost. 
Instead the big liner was captured 
by a mysterious and unknown G er­ 
man raider. 
A prize crew headed 
her about through heavy seas, raced 
across the Atlantic and eluding Brit­ 
ish warships patroling the American 
coast reached port today its move­ 
m ents cutained only by a light fog. 
The Appam, passengers said, was 
attacked and overcome January 15 off 
the Canary Islands. 
They said they 
could not learn the name of the m er­ 
chant vessel which disappeared a fte r 
putting a prize crew on the liner. 
The prize crew consisted of twen­ 
ty-two men. 
The passengers were permitted to 
land. 
The crew will be held tem por­ 
arily until the navy department de­ 
cides what action should be taken 
concerning the ship. 
It is possible 
that it will be interned. 
Neither the 
German prize crew nor the British 
officers were allowed to go ashore 
today. 
A message thrown from a port hole 
of the Appam to a reporter of the 
United Press this afternoon says that 
the name of the German raider is the 
Moewe. 
The note stated that the 
Moewe and seven British steam ers 
began a career from the Kiel Canal 
passing through the entire British 
naval lines.

burned, and all record of them lo-t. 
They are missing forever so far as 
thU world is concerned, and really j 
for their loved ones it would Ik* better! 
that they were reported dead. 
For 
suspense is terrible and its agony i s ; 
not diminished 
by its hopelessness. 
The. awful mystery of when, and how, j 
and where; the uncertaintymadepiog- i 
nant by the lingering drags of hope; 
the grief that is walled in by an ig­ 
norance that ean only lrenziedly con­ 
jecture—these are the sombre hand­ 
maidens of “missing.” 
So instead of having only some­ 
thing over 600,000 dead it is altogeth­ 
er probable that the loss of life in 
Germany aggregated at least 1,500,- 
000 fine young men, and what is true 
of German}" is true of every other na­ 
tion in this sanguinary struggle, the 
losses of each being commensurate 
with the number of men it has had 
engaged. These losses have been ap­ 
palling and it is with a feeling of posi­ 
tive horror that we remember that the 
end is not in sight— that before this 
murderous war U closed 
the lo>ses 
may be two or three times as great 
as they now are. 
It i> as though we 
wandered in a humble dream.

W ashington, Feb. 21.—The United 
States has completely shut off any 
hope of a settlem ent of the Lusitania 
case with Germany through the m a­ 
chinery of international arbitration. 
The refusal to arbitrate, it is under­ 
stood from an official source, is based 
on the ground that the vital interests 
and 
national 
honor of the United 
States being involved, the m atter was 
one which could not be submitted to 
arbitration. 
It was the second time such a pro­ 
posal has been turned down and it 
was rejected finally at the last con­ 
ference which the secretary of state 
had with Ambassador Bernstorff. 
The first proposition was made soon 
after the Lusitania was sunk. 
At that 
time it was rejected on the ground 
that the United States had no assur­ 
ances that pending an arbitral decision 
by The Hague court to which Ger­ 
many proposed to submit the dispute, 
Germany would not continue sinking 
m erchant vessels without wTarning. 
Subsequently, how’ever, Germany in­ 
formed the United States th a t she had 
rescinded her former orders to sub­ 
marine commanders and that hence­ 
forth the rules of international law’ 
requiring due warning and care for 
the safety of passengers and crews 
would be strictly livel up to. 
At the last conference with Mr. 
Lansing and in the light of the assur­ 
ances just referred to, it is said Count 
von Bernstorff renewed the proposi­ 
tion, the sole question to be submit­ 
ted to arbitration being that relating 
to disavowal. 
Germany, he said, greatly deplored 
the loss of American lives on the 
Lusitania and w’as willing to demon­ 
strate the extent of her regrets by 
paying an indemnity. 
She could not, 
the am bassador insisted, adm it that 
the attack without w arning on the 
Lusitania was illegal. 
This attack, he is said to have in 
sisted. was a reprisal against Great 
Britain’s illegal blockade. 
Secretary Lansing, it is understood, 
held that the right of Americans to 
be on board the Lusitania could not 
be questioned; and that their right to 
protection under international law, ac­ 
corded to neutrals on the high seas 
and was too firmly established to ad 
mlt of debate. 
That this principle 
should be acknowledged by Germany 
in any settlem ent of the Lusitania 
case, the secretary insisted, was a 
m atter of vital interest to this coun­ 
try and that, therefore, the United 
States could not, with 
self-respect, 
submit to arbitration. 
While conflicting press reports con 
tinue to come from Berlin as to the 
reply which Germany will instruct 
Count von Bernstorff to make to the 
final proposals of Mr. Lansing, neither 
at the state departm ent nor the Ger­ 
man embassy has any official forecast 
been received. 
In official circles the situation was 
described as "unchanged, still grave, 
but not necessarily dangerous.

SPRING W EATHER AND 
RAINS MARK PAST MONTH 


Rainfall of More Than Eight Inches 
Reported by Local Weather 
Observer. 


Warm weather and excessive rain­ 
fall characterized the month of J a n­ 
uary, according to the report which 
ha* been tiled by 
J . 
Thomas Hays, 
official weather observer in this city. 
The mean temperature for the month 
wa* .‘18.9 degrees and the total pre­ 
cipitation wa> 8.20 inches, 4.00 inch­ 
es in exee*- of the 
normal amount. 
The 
maximum temperature of 70 
degree* was recorded on the 12th and 
27th, while the minimum of 2 degrees 
below zero was recorded on the 17th. 
The mean maximum temperature was 
7>0.2 degrees and the mean minimum 
was 27.0 degrees. 
The greatest daily range was 50 
degree* on the 13th and the least was 
7 degree* on the 11th. 
During the 
month the snowfall totaled 4.3 inches. 
Snow or rain fell on seventeen days. 
Ten days are reported as clear, eight 
partly cloudy and thirteen cloudy. A 
severe electrical storm occurred on 
tiie 12th. 
Sleet fell on the 20th. 
The 
prevailing wind was from the south­ 
west. 
The temperature had a range 
of seventy-two 
degrees during 
the 
month. 
During J anuary, 1915, there was a 
rainfall of 4.37 inches or an excess 
of .8 inch. 
The maximum tempera­ 
ture one year ago was 54 degrees on 
the 16th and 17th and the minimum 
was 11 degree* below zero recorded 
on the 24th.

Nearly eight centu ries ago there oc 
cu rred an English shipw reck tha t may 
be ranked in im portance historically 
w ith any tragedy of the sea tha t the 
world has ev er known. 
A lthou gh in 
com parison w ith some shipw recks the 
loss of life w as sm all—scarcely a hand­ 
fu l—w hen the W hite Ship fou ndered in 
Nov ember, 1120, she carried the heir 
to the throne of E ngland to his grav e 
in the depths. 
T here w as no wireless 
then to hear her call for help, althou gh 
her com panions of the king’s fleet were 
so near tha t tradition say s the nearest 
c au ght a faint, shrill wind borne cry , a 
shriek a little different than tha t of 
the shrieking gu lls— the dy ing cry of 
the W hite Ship’s company . 
No one 
gu essed w hat it m eant, nor did any 
ship tu rn from her cou rse. 
P rince W illiam , son of H enry L, a 
Norm an king, and of his qu een, Edith, 
or Matilda, an E nglish princess, held a 
position of especial im portance and In­ 
flu ence, for he represented the u nion 
in the roy al line of the tw o races. T he 
old title of the Sax on kings had been 
rev iv ed for him. 
H e w as called W il­ 
liam the Athellng. 
A lthou gh only a 
boy of eighteen, he had been recently 
m arried to the F rench princess M atil­ 
da, to w hom he had been betrothed 
since he w as ten and she a baby . 
In 
France, too, he had shared w ith his 
fa the r the honors of battle a g ainst 
the rebelliou s N orm an nobles and had 
show n him self a cou rageou s and chiv ­ 
alrou s opponent. 
A fter v ictory w as a t ­ 
tained K ing H enry , W illiam the A the 
ling and the leaders of the cam paign 
set sail from H arfleu r for E ngland. 
T he W hite Ship had been bu ilt as a 
gift for the king, bu t lie did not wish 
to disappoint the captain of another 
v essel, to whom he had prom ised the 
honor of his presence, and therefore 
he asked tha t it be offered to Prince 
W illiam instead. 
All the other ships 
had got aw ay before the W hite Ship 
w ith the prince, his half brother, R ich­ 
ard; his half sister, the Cou ntess of 
Perebe. 
and 
a 
brilliant 
com pany 
w eighed anchor. 
She w as u nder the 
com m and of T hom as Fitzstephen, an 
ex perienced sea captain, who himself 
took the helm. 
The 
night 
was 
bright and clear; 
there w as a moon. 
T he prince, as 
gay . wild and law less as he w as brav e, 
called for wine and mu sic. 
Nobles and 
ladies danced on the scarcely heav ing 
deck. 
They d rank often; the captain 
and sailors ofteu er. 
They w ere only a 
little way on their Jou rney w hen the 
ship ritn fu ll u pon a rocky reef, well 
know n and charted, tha t rent her like 
a knife 
T he shock sobered Fitzstephen. 
He 
seized Prince W illiam, ru shed him to 
a boat, sprang In himself, w ith a few 
sailors, and pu shed off. 
They w ere 
sev eral boat lengths d ista nt and safe 
w hen (lie prince’s sister shrieked to 
him from the slanting deck to sav e 
her. 
He ordered the boat back, des­ 
pite the protests of Fitzstephen, who 
foresaw w hat wou ld happen. 
As they 
neared 
the 
heeling 
w reck 
and 
the 
prince held ou t his arm s his sister 
leaped—bu t not she alone. 
U nder the 
scram bling, leaping, frantic crow d that 
dropped into the sm all boat it sw am p 
ed, and all were drowned. 
Only one m an of all those on the 
W hite Ship su rv iv ed, and he was a 
poor bu tcher of Rou en, a strong sw im ­ 
mer, who floated on a spa r u ntil a fish­ 
erm an rescu ed him. 
H e brou ght the 
new s to E ngland and to the c ou rt 
T hen for a whole day the cou rtiers, a l­ 
thou gh m any of them were them selv es 
m ou rners for the lost, kept it from the 
king. 
No one dared to tell him. 
At 
last they fou nd an env oy w hom he 
cou ld neither hate nor pu nish as a 
m essenger of ev il tidings. 
T ha t was 
a y ou ng page, son of the C ou nt of 
Blois and K ing H enry 's ow n grand- 
nephew.

dressed

m ou rning, knelt silently a t the king’s 
feet, weeping, u ntil the king, seeing 
his pale face and his tears, half gu ess­ 
ed the new s 
T hen the boy faltered 
ou t the story . 
K ing H enry fell sense­ 
less w hen it w as ended. 
So great w as the blow to ids affec­ 
tion and am bition tha t tradition de­ 
clares tha t he nev er smiled again, a 
tradition embodied In some once well 
know n v erses by Felicia H em ans. 
A 
greater poet. D ante Gabriel Rossetti, 
In his fine and tru e ballad, “T he W hite 
Ship." lias told the whole story , pu t­ 
ting the narrativ e into the m ou th of 
the sole su rv iv or; 
By none bu t me can the tale be told, 
The bu tcher of Rou en, poor Berold. 
(Lands are sway ed by a king on a 
throne.) 
T w a s a roy al train pu t forth to sea, 
Tet the tale can be told by none bu t me. 
(The sea hath no king bu t God alone.)
